Hr. ADEMA stated that he has known CALEY for a number 
of years and knows him to be a person who has very strong 
likes and dislikes anu has often stated his dislike of 
Negroes and Jews. He also passes out literature, principally 
a magazine of sorts called "Common Sense", 



According to Mr. ADEMA, CALEY spends most of the 
yoar in Pennsylvania but does make at least one trip to 
Princeton each year to look after his building. Luring that 
portion of tho year ho is in Pennsylvania he normally makes 
several Ions distance tolophouo calls a week tc. him and his 
paitnor relative, to his huiluiug. In thesie calls he discusses 
matters pertaining to his builwlng for up to fifteen minutes 
anu tbon it is not uncommon for him to make comments on and 
discuss some topic of current national interest for several 
additional minutes. 



ALEilA advised that he is unable to give an exact 
cate, but he knows that it was a day or two prior to the March 
of the Negroes on Washington, D.C. , that at about 9:00 p.m.
